»y the intervention of former Cir- 
cuit Attorney Sidener, after being 
convicted of the crime, is about to 
go to trial at Clayton for the mur- 
der of the Overland State Bank 
cashier last January in a $11,200 
holdup. Eyewitnesses have identi- 
ied him as the slayer. But a 
gangster has confessed participa- 
tion in the robbery, stating thut 
Baldwin had no part in #¢, and 
charging that James McGauley, note 
under life sentence for robbery in 
Detroit, is the banker's slayer. 

Prosecuting Attorney Castten of 
St. Louis County says the gangster’s 
confession is fiction. He will have 
nothing to do with it. 

Chief of Detectives Kaiser and 
Sheriff Lill of St. Louis county are 
trying to bring McGauley back to 
the county. 

Chief of Police Gerk says Chief 
Kaiser is on vacation, and whatever 
he does in Detroit is “on his own.” 

“I have no stand in the matter,” 
Chief of Police Gerk said today. 
“It is not our case. I know noth- 
ing about it, and 1 refuse to become 
involved. Ahrens (the gangster 
who confessed) made a statement 
down here and was turned over to 
the county. It is the county’s case 
and they can do what they see fit.”

DETROIT, Mich., Aug. 23.— 
James McGauley, named by a S8t. 
Louis gangster as the slayer of 
Todd V. Phelps, cashier of the 
Overland State Bank in an $11,200 
holdup Jan. 18, today denied any 
connection with the crime. 

In substance, McGauley stated to 
the writer that he had an alibi; 
that he would gladly go to St. Louis 
County and face the witnesses to 
the murder, and that Chief of De- 
tectives Kaiser of St. Louis and his 
men have been trying for six weeks 
to get him to “take the rap” for 
the Overland crime now formally 
charged to Sylvester Baldwin, who 
is in jail at Clayton awaiting trial. 

“I do not know Baldwin,” said 
McGauley. “He must be a high- 
powered boy, with a lot of 
influence behind him; _ other- 
wise I don’t understand why the 


police would be so anxious co set 
aside a positive identisication of

him by a reputable man and take 
the word of a Jot of punks.” 

Obviously Baldwin might be 
saved from trial for the murder if 
McGauley were taken back to St. 
Louis County and charged with the 
murder. 

Baldwin Started at 13. 

Baldwin, proprietor of the no- 
torious Plantation Inn in Well- 
ston and reputed associate of 
Cuckoo gangsters, has a police rec- 
ord dating back to 1915, when, as 
a boy of 13. he experienced his 
first brush with the police and was 
reprimanded in Juvenile Court. 
Since then he has been arrested 
more than 70 times and convicted 
twice. In 1919, he was convicted 
of burglary and paroled from the 
bench. In 1924, he was sentenced 
to five years in prison for highway 
robbery but, through the persistent 
etforts of his attorney, Jones H. 
Parker, now Speaker of the Mis- 
sourl House of Representatives, the 
conviction was reversed by the 
State Supreme Court for error and 
remanded after twice being af- 
firmed. On Dec. 28, last, Howard 
Sidener dismissed the case as one 
of his last official acts as Circuit 
Attorney.

Motorboats rushed to the spot 
but were unable to locate the air- 
plane. Dragging operations were 
immediately begun in the lake to 
find Motta’s body. 

The accident, which was the 
fourth to damage Italian Schneider 
Cup planes within a week, was the 
first in which a member of the 
team had been killed. 

Officers of the training squadron 
at Desenzano declared Motta was 
one of the ablest pilots of speed 
planes in Italy and did not think 
that the accident could be attrib- 
uted to any faulty maneuver by 
him. They thought some portion 
of the plane’s structure had given 
away under the terrific strain of 
the high speed.

| McGauley Denies Having Any Part in Bank Murder 


AN. 18, 1:15 p. m.—Todd V. 
J Phelps, cashier and prin- 
cipal owner of the Overland 
State Bank was shot in the back 
and killed by one of four rob- 
bers who held up the bank and 
escaped with $11,200 in cash. 
Jan. 18, 2 p. m.—George 
Hoech, bank bookkeeper, iden- 
tified a photograph of Sylvester 
Baldwin, proprietor of the no- 
torious Plantation Inn in Well- 
ston, as that of “the man with 
the shotgun” who wantonly 
shot Cashier Phelps in the back 
as he stood with hands raised. 
Jan. 18, 3 p. m.—Sheriff Lill 
raided Plantation Inn, arresting 
Baldwin and four others. Bald- 
win was identified by Hoech. In 
all, 14 suspects were rounded up 
from various resorts. 


Jan. 19—Baldwin was charged 
with first-degree murder, in a 
warrant issued by Prosecuting 
Attorney Castlen and held 
without bond. 

Jan. 21—William O’Hara was 
charged with first-degree mur- 
der in a warrant issued . by 
Castlen and also held with- 
out bond. O'Hara admitted his 
service car Was used in the rob- 
bery but insisted it had been 
stolen while parked in the 4200 
block of Delmar boulevard. 

Jan. 26—Baldwin, at prelim- 
inary hearing before Justice of 
the Peace Stecker at Clayton, 
was held for the grand jury. 
Gus H. Polst, a special deputy 
sheriff and a real estate dealer 
at 9329 Midland avenue, Over- 
land, identified him as “the 
man with the shotgun” who 
ran from the bank building.

Before Ahrens Talked. 

“Another question I would like 
to ask: What caused the St. Louis 
dicks to question me about that job 
long before Ahrens talked? If they 
had anything on me then, why 
didn’t they use it, instead of send- 
ing me to Detroit? 

“IT am poor and without a red 
cent. Iam gone fora long stretch. 
It looks to me like big influence is 
being used to stick a poor devil 
that can't help himself. That would 
be one way to help Baldwin. 

“But that is not easily done. I 
can prove by many people in and 
around St. James that I was not 
away from that town last January 
or February. I never worked on 
any kind of job with Ahrens or 
Seeman, whom I also know. I am 
rot acquainted with O’Hara, but I 
am acquainted with McBride. I 
don’t know anything about that 
robbery and killing. I have never 
heard who did it. I have never 
been to Baldwin’s roadhouse and 
don’t believe I could find my way 
to Overland. 

Would Face Witnesses. 

“T would not be afraid to face all 
the people who were in that bank, 
because I was not there and I know 
they would not identify me. 

“After the jury returned the ver- 
dict against me here the judge 
arose and, addressing the jury, said 
it was fortunate for me to get life 
im.prisonment because I was want- 
ed for the murder of a banker in 
St. Louis, conviction for which 
meant hanging. And the judge's 
remarks indicated some one had 
been talking to him on the quiet in 
chambers. 

“That's the kind of deal I got, 
and I am to go to Marquette 
Prison. 750 miles from here, in- 
stead of to Jackson, only 75 miles. 
This was done so my wife and 
children cannot conveniently come 
to see me. 

“On top of all this Chief Kaiser 
invites me to go to St. Louis and 
have my neck cracked for some- 
thing I know nothing about. Ain't 


that nice fatherly advice?” 


Asked if he had ever Indicated 
to anyone that he might return to 
St. Louls and talk, McGauley said: 

“Never. There is nothing to talk 
about.” 

MecGauley declared he had not 


had as much as a thousand dol- 
lars since the settlement with the 
railroad for the death of his child. 
In the Detroit robbery, he said, he 
got only $800, not $6800 as the 
victim reported. 


He Tried Farming. 


“I stayed around Detroit a few 
weeks squandering the money and 
then went to St. James, purposely 
avoiding St. Louis,” he related, 
“because I knew I would be picked 
up there. My wife and I first 
tried farming. I was broke and 
rented a farm, nearly all woods, 
for $3 a month. We bought a cow 
on time payments. Conditions 
were so bad we could not make 
a bare living and so we gave up 
the farm. I then borrowed a little 
money from my mother-in-law in 
St. Louis and opened a little gro- 
cery store on the outskirts of St. 
James. This did not pay and I 
began making whisky for hunters 
and fishermen. I was doing this 
when arrested in July. 

“What man would live in this 
fashion if he was robbing banks 
and getting thousands of dollars? 
The people around St. James will 
tell you we were very poor—bare- 
ly getting by, and not doing that 
without help.” 


No Bread in House. 

Mrs. MceGatuley added there were 
times in January and February 
when they had no bread in the 
house. She offered to accompany 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent to 
St. James to prove by their former 
neighbors her husband did not 
leave their farm last winter even 
for a day. 

Edward H. Gassman, Detroit 
lawyer who said he defended Mc- 
Gauley without hope of a fee, re- 
lated that MeGauley repeatedly de- 
nied to him any knowledge of the 
St. Louis County holdup, while 


expressed a willingness to return to 
St. Louis and prove he had no 
connection with the murder. 

“But I would not advise him to 
do that in the light of recent 
events,’ said Gassman. “He has 
no funds nor friends to insure him 
a fair deal against what appear to 
me to be powerful influences be- 
ing exerted in behalf of another 
man. He ought to resist extradi- 


tion in a situation of this kind.” 


Unusual County Situation Between 
Sheriff and Prosecutor, 

The unusual developments in the 

Overland State Bank case have 

created a peculiar situation in St. 

Louis County in which the Prose- 

cuting Attorney and the Sheriff are 


sharply divided in opinion and each 
is pursuing an independent course. 


Sheriff Lill, accepting the con- 


fession obtained from Lawrence G. 


Ahrens by Chief of Detectives Kal- 
ser of St. Louis, is holding Ahrens 
and is supporting Kaiser in his 
efforts .to have James McGauley 
returned for trial as the slayer o! 
Cashier Phelps. i 
Prosecuting Attorney Castlen 
maintains that Sylvester Baldwin. 
William McGraw and William 
O’Hara are “right for the job,” 
standing principally on the identi- 
fication of Baldwin as the slayer 
and McGraw as his accomplice by 
George Hoech, bank bookkeeper. 
AS a result, the Clayton jail now 
holds Baldwin, McGraw and 
O'Hara, who are jointly charged 
with murder in indictments re- 
turned by the grand jury, and 
Ahrens, whoze confessions absolves 
Baldwin and McGraw. implicating 
himself, 


McGauley, O’Hara and 
two other men. 
When Sheriff Lill received 


Ahrens from the St. Louis Police 
Department last Friday he expect- 
ed that Baldwin and McGraw woula 
be promptly released. Instead. 
Prosecutor Castlen declared that 
he believed the confession to be 
fiction and announced that he had 
no interest in either Ahrens. or 
McGauley. “They can turn Ahrens 
loose and let the defense have him 
for a witness,” he declared. 
Backed by Chief Kaiser, who 
went to Detroit where McGauley 
was on trial for a clothing store 
holdup, Sheriff Lill proceeded to 
disregard the Prosecuting Attor- 
ney. Late Tuesday night, Chief 
Deputy Sheriff Willmann drove to 
Ferguson and obtained a robbery 
warrant against Ahrens and a mur- 
der warrant against McGauley 
from Justice of the Peace Chase, 
after two other justices had re- 
fused to issue without the custo- 
mary affidavits from the Prose- 
cuting Attorney. 
Castien reiterated his announce- 
ment that he would proceed with 
the prosecution of Baldwin whose 
trial is set for the September term 
of court. Asked about Kaiser’s 
activity in Detroit, he said, “I have 
nothing to do with the action of 
the St. Louis police.” 
Chief Kaiser remained in Detroit 
to see McGauley convicted and 
sentenced to life imprisonment.

WOULDN'T HOLD UP A WIDOW 
SO ROBBER WALKS FROM STORE 


Intruder Leaves Confectionery at 
4173 Fairfax After Woman 
Owner. Protests. 


“Surely you wouldn’t rob a wi- 
dow,” protested Mrs. Caroline Bald- 
win when a very sunburned man at 
3:45 p. m. yesterday walked into 
her confectionery, 4173 Fairfax 
Avenue, pressed something against 
her side, and ordered her to “stick 
‘em up!” 

“Are you a widow?” he asked.

THE HAGUE, Aug. 23.—France, 
Italy and Belgium have scraped 
together enough money to meet 
three-quarters of the 911,433,000 a 
year demanded by Philip Snowden, 
British Chancellor of the Ex-| 
chequer, as Britain’s share of Ger- 
man reparations under the ‘oung 
plan. This amount will be of- 
fered Snowden by Henri Jaspar, 
Premier of Belgium, -sho has been 
acting as intermediary in the dead- 
lock. ; 

The money found in an eleventh- 
hour effort to satisfy British in- 
sistence that the Spa percentages 
be respected in div'ding Germany's 
payments, is understood to include 
all available margins between Ger- 
many’s payments under the Dawes 
plan since last April and reduced |; 
payments under the Young plan, 
also all French and Italian contrib- 
utions as well as the amount owed 
by Great Britain to Germany on 
the liquidation of war-sequestered 
German property. 

The principal delegates of the 
Big Six—Great Britain, France, 
Italy, Belgium, Germany and Ja-/; 
pan—yesterday continued discus- 
sion of the four-power offer to 
guarantee Britain [0 per cent of its 
demands. The conference lasted 
about an hour, at the end of which 
there was nothing to dispel per- 
vading gloom. 


The British delegation chose this 
critical juncture to issue a state- 
ment to allay the fears of Ger- 
many’s other creditors, that if 
Snowden’s financial demands are 
met, the British Clancellor will 
press even more formidable objec- 
tions to the Young plan. 


The international bank, as pro- 
posed in the Young plan, this state- 
ment set forth semi-officially, has 
British support. The British an- 
nouncement appears to support the 
bank in its essential details and 
general scope. It says the British 
hope “the Bank for International 
Payments will contribute to closer 
co-operation between the central! 
banks of the countries in regard 
to such questions as contro] of 
credit and gold reserves. Such 
proposals as the British make will 
be used to promote the usefulne:s 
of the bank.” 


France and Italy, who thus far 
have refused to accept any cui 
in their shares of reparations, are 
believed to be resigned to yielding 
some of the ready cash from un- 
conditional annuities, allotting 
them to Great Britain and accept- 
ing deliveries in -ind from Ger- 
many to compensate them. The 
amount being comparatively small, 
the sacrifice is unimportant,  al- 
though it has taken Paris and 
Rome more than two weeks .o 
get around to it.

Dr. Hernandez Appeals to 
Physiological Congress 
for Study ‘“‘To Prevent 
Phenomena of Death.” 


By the Associated Press. 

BOSTON, Aug. 23.—A challenge 
to the belief that death is inevita- 
ble was laid before the scientists 
of the International Physiological 


Congress today by Eusebio A. Her- 
nandez of the College of France, 
Paris. 

He appealed for formation of a 
world-wide scientific organization 
to study means to “prevent the 
phenomena of death.” 

Proof already exists, he said, 
that death is not altogether so in- 
escapable as fatalists have taught. 
He cited the fact tnat single or- 
gans had been kept alive after 
death of the other parts of the 
body. 

The first c- these demonstra- 
tions, said Dr. Hernandez, was 
made by Prof. J. P. Heymans in 
1912, when he preserved life in 
an isolated head for two or three 
hotrs. Recently there have been 
reports of similar experiments in 
Russia. 

Heart Kept Alive 30 Hours. 

A human heart has been kept 
alive for 30 hours after death by 
Prof. A. Koullijiabko, Russian 
physiologist. Hernandez said others 
had succeeded “to a certain ex- 
tent in re-establishing the general

Dead Heart Set Beating. 

A dead heart was set beating by 
Supersound waves in a demonstra- 
tion before the congress yesterday 
by Prof. E. Newton Harvey of 
Princeton University, 

Dr. Harvey placed i: a glass tube 
a heart removed from a turtle or 
a frog. A lever connected the 
heart with a revolving drum, on 
which the recording pencil made 
a straight line—the sig. of death.. 
Then abruptly, without any visible 
change in the surroundings of the 
heart, and without an audible 
sound, the ventricies began to 
beat, and the moving penci) traced 
the familiar line of heart action. 

The experiment demonstrated 
the latest advance in the use of 
super-sound waves, so called be- 
cause they vibrate from 300,000 to

are inaudible, their frequency be- 
ing too high for the auditory 
nerves to register. Heretofore 
they have been valled popularly 
“the sound waves that kill,” be- 
cause of their ability to kill small 
fish and minute forms of life. The 
work in developing them was done 
at the Loomis Laboratory. Tuexdo 
Park, N. Y¥. with apparatus de- 
vised by R. W. Wood and A. ie 
Loomis. 

“aA beating heart,” said Prof. 
Harvey, “can be made to beat 
much more rapidly by passing 
sound waves through it, and a non- 


beating heart can be made to beat | 


rythmically by tle sound waves. 
but it would not be possible to 
resuscitate a person whose heart 
had stopped by means of the super- 
sound waves, since they are very 
readily absorbed by the tissues and 
would not penetrate the chest cav- 
ity. 
“The effect is our great inter- 
est, physiologically, Lecause it is 
the first clear cut case of the stim- 
ulation of tissues by these waves,”

They follow: NO 
notable change during the first two 
months, then a gradual improve- 
ment in muscular strength; better 
appetite; better working of or- 
gans hitherto enfeebled: and, in 
the case of men, greater capacity 
for intellectual work; lower blood 
pressure; better metabolism. These 
symptoms are very marked during 
the first. two or three years bu: 
fall off gradually until, in the 
fifth year, they disappear.” 

Conditioned Reflexes Discussed. 

Conditioned reflexes also occu- 
pied a prominent place in today’s 
program. Prof. Ivan Petrovich 
Paviov, founder of the theory and 
in spite of his 80 years still its 
most vigorous exponent, led the 
discussion with an account of his 
most. récent investigations, 

The simplest act in response to 
a etimulus is a reflex. For ex- 
ample, oné’s mouth “waters” when 
food is put into it. That is a 
simple reflex. A reflex becomes 
“conditioned” when it has been 
trained to take place in response 
to some other stimulus. If one’s 
mouth watere when he sees or 
emelis food, or even when the din- 
ner bell rings, that is a cenditioned 
reflex. Most of people’s simpler 
acts, at least, are conditioned re- 
flexes.

time, a sort of censor, acting in or 
through the higher nerve centers 
at the top of the brain, signals 
“Nothing doing” and the reflex act 
is not completed. These inhibi- 
tions save much wear and tear 
that would otherwise be ineurred 
through acting on wrong stimull. 

When the upper brain levels are 
over-stimulated, or rendered over- 
sensitive to ordinary stimuli by 
drugs such as caffein inhibition 
is interfered with. 

But if a quieting drug such as 
a bromide, is administered, inhi- 
bition is markedly increased. 

Bleep Disputed. 

Prof. Paviov'’s fundamental! work 
has been accepted by a great many 
physiologists, but there are dis- 
agreements over some matters of 
detail, For instance, he says that 
when an inhibition becomes very 
powerful, its effect spreads through 
the brain and causes siecep. But 
Dr. Nathanie! Kleitman of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago cited expert. 
ments Indicating in his opinion, 
that the sleep comes first and puts 
a stop to the inhibitory process.

The present franchise does not 
expire for six years, but the 36- 
year franchise was to have sup- 
Planted the ptesent one immedi- 
ately. 

The company presented the new 
franchise as offering advantages 
206 contained in the old charter. 
The City Commission favored the 


new franchise, citing the offer of 


the company to install.a new water 
main and additional street lights. 

Opponents of the new franchise 
argued that the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, which regulates rates, 
would probably be abolished within 
a few years, following agitation in 
the Legislature which was in prog- 
ress last winter. In that event, 
they held, Harrisburg would be left 
free to bargain with the utilities 
company if unhampered by a fran- 
chise. They also contended that 20 
years was.too long a time for the 
city to be committed to any fran- 
chise. 

An increase in water rates a 
year ago nearly doubling the old 
rates was used as an argument 
against the company’s aims in 
seeking a new franchise.

SPANIARD'S AUTOGIRO: 
DEMONSTRATED IN U.S. 


Juan de la Cerva’s Plane Suc- 
cessfully Tested at Field 
Near Philadelphia, 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 23.— 
Dropping almost vertically and 
landing as gently as a feather, the 
new autogiro “safety plane” of the 
Spanish inventor, Juan de la 
Cierva, was put through a series of 
successful test flights at the Pitcairn 
Airfield, Beth Ayres, late yesterday 
in the first public exhibition in the 
United States. 

Cierva made half a dozen trips 
and each time came down almost 
vertically within a few feet of the 
point from which he started, thus 
demonstrating, he said, the ability 
of the plane to land safely if the 
motor should suddenly.stop while 
in flight. 

The safety feature is provided by 
the autogiro attachment wonsist- 
ing of four large pfopeller-like 
blades placed over the cockpit, and 
a specially constructed tail em- 
bodying two horizontal stabilizers. 

When the plane comes to earth 
the tail is lowered and the plane 
settles gracefully on the tail skids 
in the rear. Then the rest of the 
weight settles on the rubber-tired 
landing gear. 

The plane was built in South- 
ampton, England, and was brought 


‘to this country last week. 


During the exhibition flights 
Cierva attained & speed of $0 miles 
an hour, but shut off the motor to 
land when moving at the rate of 
35 miles.

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BRITISH COTTON MILL 
WORKERS WAGES CUT 


Arbitration Board Reduces Pay 
About 6 1-2 Per Cent— 
500,000 Affected. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANCHESTER, England, Aug. 
23.—The arbitration court in the 
Lancashire cotton mills wage dis- 
pute yesterday sustained unani- 
mously the employers’ demand for 
reduction, but allowed only about 
one-half of the amount sought. 

Only two days of investigation 
was necessary for the board of five 
to make its decision. It was 
thought the compromise would be 
accepted by both sides since, after 
a tie-up of the milis lasting three 
weeks, both the labor union and 
employers had agreed to arbitra- 
tion of the controversy. 

The mill owners had demanded 
a reduction of 25 per cent on the 
sctandard piece price list, which

Judge Swift, chairman of the 
board, in announcing the award 
said the court had arrived at the 
conclusion that the evidence had 
disclosed the cotton industry to be 
in a very depressed condition. 

The great Lancashire cotton dis- 
pute dragged along for weeks 
without solution until wide-spread 
shut-down came, directly affecting 
more than 500,000 workers and 
1500 factories, resulted late in 
July. 

For nearly three weeks the dis- 
trict was at a standstill so far as 
cotton was concerned. Last Mon- 
day the workers returned to work 
after employers withdrew the out- 
right enforcement of a 12% per 
cent reduction in wages and agreed 
to submit the question to arbitra- | 
tion.

NEW RECORD, IN LAST 7 MONTHS 


July Production in U. S. Counting 

Only Factory Sales, Is Placed 

at 500,331. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 23.—De- 
partment of Commerce figures 
show that the total domestic pro- 
duction of 3,723,723 motor vehicles, 
including passenger cars and 
trucks, during the first seven 
months of 1929, established a new 
high record in comparison with 
any similar period on record. 

The July production, counting 
only factory sales of motor vehicles, 
is placed at 500,331, including 426,- 
159 passenger cars, 73,118 trucks 
and 1,054 taxicabs, as compared 
with a total of 545,375 motor ve- 
hicles produced in June and 392,- 
086 in July, 1928. 

The output for the seven months’ 
period was larger than in any en- 
tire year prior to 1923, and ex- 
ceeded the production of 1924 and 
1927. It was nearly eight times 
as large as the 1913 production. 

Canadian motor vehicle produc- 
tion during the first seven months, 
the department said, totaled 205,- 
822. It was larger than any Ca- 
nadian output in any one year prior 
to 1928, and was twice as large as 
the dominion’s production ir 1922. 


MARION, FRENCH RADICAL, 
QUITS COMMUNIST PARTY 


Critic of Soviet Rule Rose to Place 
of Leadership on Central 
Executive Committee. 

By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, Aug. 23.—The French 
radical, Pual Marion, has resigned 
from the Communist Party in 
which he rose to the rank of chief 
of the propaganda and agitation 
section of the Central Executive 
Committee. Marion lived in Rus- 
sia from November, 1927, until 
February, when he returned here 
and roundly denounced Josef Sta- 
lin’s “Red Paradise.” ; 

He wrote the party chiefs that 
the policy they carried out for two 
years culminating in the “lamenta- 
ble wreck” of the Aug. 1 anti-war 
demonstrations morally obliged him 
to get out of the party after eight 
years’ service. In Russia Marion 
said, he found the doctrine of pro- 
letarian dictatorship served to con- 
ceal most cruel, desolating reali- 
ty. The Government of the 
Soviets is merely the domination of 
caste of several thousand bureau- 
crats of all kinds and sizes from 
Stalin down to the last village cor- 
respondent. Over the country they 
keep in economic and moral misery 
by their absolute and inquisitoria: 
dictatorship, which will become 
worse as the years go by.” 

Marion sent a copy of the letter 
to the Paris Communist organ 
L’Humanite, but that newspaper 
didn't‘publish it, merely applying 
the world “parasite” to its author.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 23.— 


Further action on designation of a 
route through St. Louis County for 
the proposed traffic relief super- 
highway between St. Louis and 
Wentzville is being deferred by the 
State Highway Commission, accord- 
ing to Chief Highway Engineer T. 
H. Cutler, until a committee prom- 
ised by the St. Louis Chamber of 


Commerce to co-operate with the 
Highway Department is appointed. 
Cutler said the Chamber of Com- 
merce also had offered to co-op- 
erate in obtaining right-of-way 
when the route is selected. 

“We are waiting for the ap- 
pointment of the committee before 
we take any definite steps,” Cut- 
ler said. “We want to show the 
committee the various routes and 
get the ideas of the committee as 
to where tne road should go. If 
they are going to help us, we want 
them to have a chance to look over 
the situation.” 

Referring to a previous an- 
nouncement of delay in the desig- 
nation, in which it was stated an 
agreement of property owners on 
a route and settlement of the point 
of entry into the city were desired 
before the route was designated, 
Cutler said this did not mean that 
the property owners would fix the 
designation. 

He said the department wanted 
the co-operation of all interests 
affected in selecting a route and 
obtaining right-of-way, but that 
the final designation of the route 
rested with the commission, 


Reason for Decision. 


“We want the judgment of the 
people cf St. Louis and St. Louis 
County as to where they want the 
route,” Cutler said, “and hope they 
will help us get the right of way. 
We never could get an agreement 
by all of the property owners af- 
fected, so long as objections are 
made against each route proposed, 
but we hope to work out as satis- 
factory a designation as possible.” 

Due to the delays in designation 
of the highway route through St. 
Louis County, the Highway Depart- 
ment plans to proceed first with 
construction of that part of the 
proposed highway between Belle- 
fontaine on the Olive Street road 
in St. Louis County, and Wentz- 
ville, connecting with U. S. High- 
way No. 40 at the latter point. 
This stretch will include a bridge 
over the Missouri River near Ches- 
terfield. Contracts are to be let 
this fall for the bridge and con- 
struction of the Bellefontaine- 
Wentzville section of the road. 

The State Highway Commission 
has followed a policy of not pur- 
chasing right-of-way for State 
highways. The right-of-way usual- 
ly is donated by property owners 
are 
furnished by the County Court, lo- 
cal road districts, or by popular 
subscription. 

In some instances where con- 
demnation of land is necessary, the 
condemnation award has been 
greater than the amount guaran- 
teed by local interests and the com- 
mission had paid the difference 
between the amount furnished lo- 
cally and the award, Cutler said, 
but it had not bought entire rights- 
of-way for State roads. 


The Original Plan, 


The original plan of the depart- 
ment engineers was for a route ex- 
tending from the St. Louis: City 
limits along Clayton road to aA 
point West of Denny road where 
two branches would diverge, one 
extending northward to. Conway 
road and along tnat road to the 
Olive Street road and through 
Bellefontaine to Wentzville.

THE INSIDE OF PROHIBITION 


By Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt 
XIX—HUMAN NATURE AT ITS WORST

(In this article . «s. Willebrandt 
shows how U. S. Commissioners can de- 
feat prohibition, if they wish to do so. 
She also reveals the internal working of 
what she calls a huge “Bootlegger’s In- 
telligence Bureau operated with conni- 
vance of government employes and 
agents.” 

FRIEND of mine once remarked to me 
A that his objection to prohibition and pro- 

hibition enforcement was that they 
showed ‘‘human nature at its worst.” 

I do not deny that the attempted enforce- 
ment of the prohibition law has revealed the 
dishonesty, greed, ruthlessness and corruption 
of many men. But, on the other hand, I know 
of many other laws in the enforcement of 
which, or lack of enforcement, human nature 
has not been shown up to any better advan- 
tage. 

I recall instances of collusion with state and 
Federal officials whereby dishonest bankers 
and so-called investment firms were enabled 
to defraud and virtually rob thousands of 
people, including widows and orphans. I know 
of cases where food inspectors have been 
bribed, failed to perform their duty and per- 
mitted the people who paid their salaries to 
be poisoned with contaminated food. The 
prohibition law has not made human nature 
any worse; it has revealed its defects. It has 


made us know we must elevate the standards 
of public office. 


I have given some facts about the human 
flaws I discovered in district attorneys’ of- 
fices in the course of almost eight years’ 
supervision of prohibition prosecutions. 

But district attorneys are not the only 
officers of the law who can nullify and have 
nullified the effect of good work on the part 
of prohibition agents. All down the enforce- 
ment line, from top to bottom, there is plenty 
of room for human nature to display itself at 
its worst. 


‘Copyright, 1929. 
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Power of the Commicsioner. 

Near the middle of the line is the United 
States Commissioner. His duty is similar to 
that of a justice of the peace or magistrate in 
cases under state law. After arrest a boot- 
legger is taken before a United States Com- 
missioner for a preliminary hearing. Before 
the arrest it is the duty of commissioners to 
issue warrants for offenders, upon submission 
to them of proper evidence, and also to issue 
search warrants. The commissioner hears the 
Government’s evidence, or enough of it to 
convince him that there is sufficient cause to 
warrant holding the prisoner for the action 
of the Federal grand jury. 

The commissioner, then, is the first officer 
in the line of effective law enforcement. He 
can help or he can hinder the administration 
of justce. His compensation is on a fee basis, 
and under the law, he can only receive a fee 
in one case per day. In other words, if he 
hears 10 cases in one day, he only receives 
a fee in one of those cases. 

The result is that some United States Com- 
missioners are in no hurry to hear the cases. 
They have, in some instances, refused to hold 
more than one hearing a day, even though 
there were a dozen or more cases ready to be 
heard and that could have been heard, with 
prohibition agents waiting to tell their stories, 
and meanwhile leaving their districts un- 
guarded. The agents would have to.come 
back day after day, before they could present 
their cases, simply to enable the commis- 
sioner to earn more fees! 


I have in mind another type of commis- 
sioner, who by granting continuance after 
continuance, sometimes as many as a dozen 
in a single case, reduced the effectiveness vf 
the prohibition force. Other commissioners 
have refused to hold bootleggers for the ac- 
tion of the grand jury on the excuse that the 
officers could not be believed. In other 
words, the commissioner practically tried the 
prohibition agent for perjury instead of let- 
ting the evidence against the prisoner be pre- 
sented to the grand jury so that they might 
determine whether or not the man arrested 
should be indicted and held for trial by an- 
other jury. 


At the Next Table. 

The facts about a United States Commis- 
sioner in a notoriously ‘‘wet” city will give 
an idea of the weakness of the judicial’ ma- 
chinery in some places. 


About a year ago under-cover agents, act- 
ing under instructions of a prohibition ad- 
ministrator, were investigating certain night 
clubs and other suspected establishments. 
They were sitting in one of the places, with 
a bottle of wine which they had purchased 
adorning the top of their table. A waiter 
came up to them and whispered to one of the 
agents, “You'd better be careful with that 
bottle of wine, because one of the men at 
the next table is a commissioner.” 


The agents promptly removed the bottle, 
whereupon the waiter smiled and said he 
was only joking, as the commissioner was 
“O. K” and was in the place often. The 
agents then observed that the eommissioner 
and the man with him ordered and con- 


sumed several drinks which had the appear- 


ance of whisky. The agent then asked the 
waiter if the man referred to was a city 
commissioner and the waiter said, “No, he is 
a Government commissioner, that’s Mr. X.” 


On Ca!l at 3:00 A. M. 

A little later, the agents made application 
to Commissioner X for a search warrant for 
the purpose of raiding a place that had been 
raided 13 times previously and yet never 
padlocked. The commissioner issued the 
search warrant, but when the raid was made, 
the place was found closed and some of its 
fixtures had been removed. There was every 
evidence of a “tip off” of the raid. A week 
later the place was sgain in full operation, 
with liquor being sold almost openly. 

Five more raids on the same place were 
made in the next mdnth and a half, and 
then the place was closed. But when agents 
were sent there again to ascertain whether 
it had reopened, they were handed a card 
directing them to another address and were 
told that they could get anything they want- 
ed there. Accordingly, they raided the new 
place and arrested the two men in charge. 

The police blotter shows that these two men 
were released at 3 o’clock in the morning on 
a bond approved by Commissioner X. One of 
the men so released stated to a prohibition 
agent ‘that Commissioner X had personally 
appeared in Police Headquarters and signed 
his bail bond. If Commissioner X had a tel2- 
phone, it was not listed in the telephone direc- 
tory. 
had no difficulty in locating Commissioner X 
at 3 o’clock in the morning; and evidently 
he was quite willing to oblige them by leaving 
his bed to release them on bond so that they 
might not be inconvenienced by a few hours 
in jail! 

Only the other day I received the followirg 
report from an outstanding attorney who had 
been trying some cases in one of the Southern 
districts of the United States: 


How About Juries? 


There is another bad situation here. 
The Commissioner advises a little clique 
of attorneys when search warrants in 
liquor cases are issued, and they in turn 
warn the offender, so that the raiders 
find only soft drinks and church music. 
It is common talk that the Commissioner 
gets $50 to $75 ,er month from each 
speakeasy. With about six investigators 
for a few weeks and a grand jury I am 
sure the facts could be brought to light 
and this situation cleaned up. 

The Commissioner is appointed by the 


Judges. There is no check on his movements 
or any way for the Department of Justice 
to remove him. One present defect in law 
enforcement is that Judges do not take seri- 
ously enough their responsipility for appoint- 
ing Commissioners. I know several Judges 
whose own record is clean and fine but who 
nevertheless allow Commissioners to serve in 
their districts who are in league with law- 
breakers. 

Of course, the character of the juries se- 
lected to try prohibition cases is important. 
In a report made to the Attorney-General this 
year, I said: “In almost every district where 
prohibition is presenting a real problem, 
juries could be much improved.” 

About five years ago I looked into this 
situation at Pittsburg, where results had been 
unsatisfactory, and found that for years the 
practice had been for a clerk in the United 
States Court to accept lists of names handed 
to him by various attorneys. The situation 
was called to the attention of the presiding 
Judge, then Judge Thompson. The result 
was a correction of the situation, with the 
co-operation of the court. 


Almost all of the United States Judges are 
men of high character, determined to preside 
fairly and justly in the cases that are tried 
before them, even though their own opinion 
may be that prohibition is wrong in principle. 
A few Judges, however, have been guilty of 
conduct that obstructed the proper adminis- 
tration of justice. I have in mind Judges wiio 
adopted a consistently unfriendly attitude in 
commenting to the jury on the weight to be 
given the evidence of prohibition agents; 
Judges who have received gifts of liquor and 
have even kept and consumed liquor in their 
court chambers; and Judges who have gone 
so far as to publicly denounce the prohibition 
law and all those who were attempting to 
enforce it. 

In some districts the work of efficient and 
honest prohibition agents has been ham- 
pered by unfriendly United States Marshals. 
There have been “leaks” of liquor from Mar- 
shals’ offices and there have been important 
cases in which Marshals and their deputies 
apparently have gone to sleep while juries 
were being “approached” on behalf of boot- 
legger defendants. 


Bootleggers’ Information Bureau. 

Competent and honest prohibition admin- 
istrators have often had to contend with 
treachery within their own organizations. I 
was called upon to assist, a year or two ago, 
one of the best of the prohibition administra- 
tors. 
had been organized, under the guise of cer- 
tain real estate companies, what really 
amounted to a “Bootleggers’ Intelligence Bu- 
reau.” 

At the head of this bureau was a man who 
was intimately acquainted with the heads of 


Apparently, however, the bootleggers: 


He found that within his district there | poll 


breweries, distilleries and owners of alcohol 
permits. He maintained offices under differ- 
ent names, in two states, and had _ several 
telephones with unlisted numbers. Through 
a system of espionage, he kept in touch with 
the movements and contemplated movements 
of the prohibition administrator’s force, and 
Promptly passed on the information to his cli- 
ents who were violating the law. He not only 
had his men watching or “spotting” the pro- 
hibition agents and other enforcement offi- 
cers, but he even had access to the files of 
the admir‘strator. 


He employed three former prohibition 
agents on a straight salary to act as spotters. 
They stationed themselves without and about 
the prohibition department offices and kept 
check on the coming and going of the proui- 
bition agents known to them. Then they tele- 
phoned the information to the main office of 
the “‘Bureau.” Confidential information of 
contemplated raids and investigations was 
also procured direct from prohibition agents 
and other Government employes, who would 
‘phone the office of the bureau as soon as 
they learned of the Government’s plans. 


Hundred-Dolli: Bcibes. 


The manner of corrupting Government offi- 
cials, used by this liquor and bribery ring, 
ranged all the way from painting glowing 
pictures of powerful political influence to be 
used in behalf of the “‘bribees,” and general 
friendliness and good fellowship, to outright 
bribery. In some instances, there were pay- 
ments of money to prohibition agents, as high 
as $100 per week. Then there were instances 
of the sale of radio sets and other merchan- 
dise, at half price or less, to people “‘on the 
inside,” who could give information to the 
“bureau” of activities of the prohibition ad- 
ministrator’s force. 

The head of the bootleggers’ bureau main- 
tained a charge account with a theater ticket 
agency, with instructions to the agency to 
issue to his “friends” any tickets they de- 
sired, such tickets to be charged to his ac- 
count. I secured photostatic copies of the 
original ledger cards of the accounts of the 
head of the bureau with the theater agency, 
showing the issuance of theater tickets to 
prohibition agents. On at least five different 
occasions, tickets were issued to the woman 
secretary to two United States Commission- 
ers, who, of course, had first-hand informa- 
tion as to the filing of all affidavits for 
search warrants, and the preparation and 
issuance of warrants. Of course this secre- 
tary had every opportunity to “tip off” those 
against whom the warrants were issued. 

Tickets were also issued on various occa- 
sions to two deputy United States Marshals, 
and on three different occasions to one of 
the Assistant United States Prosecuting At- 
torneys in charge of prosecution of prohibi- 


tion violators. 


Employe Goes Wrorg. 

The same investigation disclosed that not 
only did the bureau maintained by the boot- 
leggers and distilleries employ three former 
agents to act as spotters, hut actually em- 
ployed nine of the prohibition agents in the 
administrator’s own ofice! Six of these 
agents were promptly discharged, three oth- 
ers were suspended pending further investi- 
gation, 

One of the agents who was discharged had 
been a much trusted employe, working di- 
rectly under the head of the legal depart- 
ment of the prohibition administrator’s of- 
fice. A check of this agent’s outgoing long 
distance telephone calls revealed that he had 
been calling the confidential phone number 
of the bootleggers’ bureau frequently during 
several months previous. When a raid was 
made on the bureau's office it was found 
deserted, but in it was found a postal card 
directed to the head of the bureau and signed 
with the code number of one of the probibi- 
tion agents. Long distance telephone rec- 
ords checked by our investigators showed 
that the bureau had called practically every 
brewery town in the State. 

The prohibition administrator was anxious 
to prosecute the members of his force who 
had been unfaithful to their trust. It was 
quite apparent, however, that prosecution 
could not be carried out successfully until 
there was a reorganization of the District At- 
torney's office—because the investigation re- 
vealed that three of the District Attorney's 
own assistants were closely linked with the 
liquor and bribery gang. Such are the diffi- 
culties of prohibition enforcement in some 
places! 

As long as human nature is what it is, there 
will be cases of betrayal of public trust by of- 
ficers of the Government, county, state and 
Federal. But if proper care is exercised in 
the selection of men for the prohibition serv- 
ice, and for enforcing the laws in the courts, 
prohibition will reveal no more human weak- 
ness than any other law. It is politics and 
tical influence, rather than the prohibition 
law, that have revealed “human nature at its 
worst.”

U. S. Ambassador Declares 
Issue Should Be Made 
Clear to Average Man to 
Test General View.

ELGIN, Scotland, Aug. 23.—The 
ultimate result of the naval dis- 
armament negotiations rests in the 
public sentiments of the countries 
concerned, said Ambassador Dawes 
today in proposing a vote of thanks 
to the Lord Provost here at a cere- 
mony in which the freedom of the 
city was presented to Premier Mac- 
Donald. 

Premier’s Many Duties. 

“To the Prime Minister his 
sense Of responsibility must be 
ever present,” began Dawes. “At 
all times and everywhere he is 


sought out, even upon his vaca- 
tion in Scotland, and sometimes by 
Ambassadors who are, by no 
means, the least of his disturbers. 

“This leads me to say a word 
about the discussions which in 
carrying out the directions of 
President Hoover I have recently 
had with Mr. MacDonald. 

“Whe niast Tuesday, after my 
visit to him, the Prime Minister 
issued his statement on the nature 
of these naval problems which 
Great Britain and America are 
discussing as a preliminary to tak- 
ing them up with other naval pow- 
ers, and he said in it that a dis- 
tinct advance had been made, I 
noticed shortly afterwards Ameri- 
can press comment to the effect 
that this indicated he had no prog~ 
ress to report. 

Progress in Negotih tions, 

“Tt should be remembered that 
raval negotiations may have favor- 
ably advanced, although they may 
not have reached necessarily the 
proper stage for useful discussion 
in detail by the Press,” the United 
States ambassador declared, add- 
ing that “the arbitrators of the 
ultimate fate of this naval effort 
will be the public sentiments of 
the respective naval powers, and 
time must be taken to reduce them 
to the simplest terms before any 
publication of the problems in- 
volved, so that the average man 
can understand better what it is 
all about. 

“The problem is not mastered so 
that the final solution is clear and 
satisfactory to the average man, 
even though the governments may 
come to preliminary agreements, 
the parliaments and the congress 
may not ratify those agreements in 
the end.

How to Raise Contented Goldfish. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
VERY year there are thousands cf 


goldfish sold in the pet shops and 
10-cent stores. These are bought “y 
well-meaning people who purchase 4a 
handful of colored shells and a small 
glass bow! to house the fish. No instrtc- 
tions accompany the purchase. A fish 
an inch and a half long requires one 
gallon of water to sustain life when as 
a rule two or three fish are reared in 
a quart bowl and a round one at that, 
forcing the poor creatures to swim in 
circles until all the air is exhausted 
when, in their death struggles, they jump 
out of the bow] to die. The purchaser 
as @ rule does not know that oxygen 
plants may be purchased to help the fish 
to breathe. Also that they require sand 
to rest on as the shells bruise the fins 
and the food sours in the shells pol- 
luting the water. They are frequently 
placed in a sunny window where the wa- 
ter becomes too warm and exhausts the 
oxygen. [I am writing for the benefit 
of the people who admire these pretty 
pets and desire to keep them well and 
alive. It should be compulsory for dea}- 


Dr. Boris Sokoloff, a young Russian, has reported 


to the International Physiological Congress in Boston 


the result of his experiments on cancerous growths 
in mice and rats. Noting an apparent physiological 
connection between the supra-renal glands and can- 
cerous growth, and bearing in mind that cancerous 
cells cannot survive in the presence of chemically 
active oxygen, Dr. Sokoloff hit upon the idea of mak- 
ing supra-renal extract the carrier for a powerful 
oxidizing compound. It is injected hypodermically 
and its effect is picturesquely described as causing 
the malignant cells to breathe themselves to death. 
Dr. Sokoloff claims that recovery has taken place in 
93 per cent of the animals he has treated. 

Of course, Dr. Sokoloff is the first to say that his 
discovery must not be considered a cancer cure. It 
has never been tried on human beings; in fact, it is 
only a clew to what at some future time may or may 
not be an approved cancer treatment. Cancer is being 
studied with great zeal in various parts of the world, 
and periodically results of this study are announced. 
The unfortunate effect of these announcements is to 
raise false hopes in those who are afflicted beyond 
medical help. 

That explains the caution with which Dr. Sokoloff 
and all other reputable scientists word their reports. 
Those suffering from cancer may be sure that when 
and if a successful treatment is discovered for the 
disease, it will be made available for all sufferers. 


whom the men were tried, to block a review, and 
lovers of liberty everywhere were shocked to learn 
that the State’s Supreme Court was helpless after he 
had ruled. Two°years ago it was said that if Massa- 
chusetts reformed its court system to establish a true 
appellate function, the deaths of “the good shoe- 
maker and the poor fish peddler” might not have 
been in vain. 

What is the status of the Massachusetts courts two 
years after? We regret to chronicle that there has 
been no reform. The Legislature has met twice since 
the execution of Sacco and Vanzetti. At each session 
the Judicial Council, whose function it is to study 
courts and make suggestions for changes in laws, has 
presented a report urging this forward step. But 
there has been no action. Gov. Fuller himself, in 
January, 1928, included the recommendation promi- 
nently in his message to the Legislature, but all to 
no effect. 

Thus Massachusetts, two years after, still has a 
legal code under which it would again be possible for 
a prisoner to be convicted before an opinionated 
Judge without a chance of relief from a higher court. 
The stage is set for another Sacco-Vanzetti case 
should a similar group of circumstances arise again. 
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STEEL IN ST LOUIS. 

It is estimated that the 1929 steel production in the 
United States will exceed 55,000,000 tons of ingots— 
a figure larger than the war-time peak. The St. 
Louis district, as everyone knows, ranks far below 
the Pittsburg and Chicago districts in steel produc- 
tion. The possibility of expansion in the steel in- 
dustry here lies in the fact that St. Louis is a vital 
distribution center for both the Middle West and the 
Southwest, and that natural resources are available 
within this district for the actual manufacturing 
processes. 

Rolled steel products form the basis of the in- 
dustry here. In addition, the Commonwealth Steel 
Co., recently merged with the General Steel Castings 
Corporation, makes locomotive frames—giant one- 
piece castings. Now the Laclede Steel Co. announces 
that it has completed plans for the manufacture of 
pipe and tubular steel products. This new develop- 
ment is made possible by putting natural gas to 
work. 

If, as Pittsburgers say, steel is an infant industry 
in St. Louis, it still has the necessities for growth 
within easy reach.

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“A TRANSPORTATION GIANT.” 

From the covered wagon to the limousine de luxe 
in four years—that is the evolution of the motor bus. 
The miracle is well told in the current American 
Magazine. The author, Lewis R. Freeman, compares 
a bus journey across the country in 1925 with that 
he recently made. The former was an exploring 
tour, mottled with the hardships and inconveniences 
of a pioneering adventure. The latter was a swift, 
interesting experience in comfortable, even luxurious, 
travel. The three weeks required for the trip in 
1925 have melted down to five and one-half days. 

Mr. Freeman describes the motor bus as “a new 
giant in transportation.” It is precisely that. The 
transformation from lumbering truck to coach ele- 
gant has been accompanied by comparable develop- 
ment in terminals. At Chicago’s new Union Bus Sta- 
tion “there is hardly an hour of the day in which 
one cannot start on his way for the Atlantic or Pa- 
cific, Canada or Mexico.” Pittsburg’s crowded ter- 
minal “outgrown and inadequate in a single year.” 
“Twelve-story hote! terminals in California.” 

Statistics: Last year the mileage of bus lines was 
almost three times that of the route mileage of the 
railways. The busses carried three billion passengers. 
A single bus company in New Jersey in 1928 carried 
300,000,000 passengers. 

The attitude of the railroad people, first hostile 
to this impudent competitor, has changed. Far-seeing 
executives, like President Budd of the Great North- 
ern and the head of the Pennsylvania, got into the 
bus business. They have converted the competitor 
into an auxiliary. 

Such is the bus in the field of the long haul. A 
giant, though still in its infancy, with possibilities of 
growth that may be imagined rather than calculated.

In bestowing excessive praise on 
the new Government for its conservatism, 
these commentators are partly engaged in 
whistling to keep up their courage. Labor 
will certainly fail to push vigorously at 
some points; it will compromise and per- 
haps evade, But a glance at the record 
will reveal significant changes already un- 
der way. At the end of two short months, 
the Labor Government had undertaken new 
policies in more than a dozen directions, 
Some of these are as follows:

2. A vigorous start was made toward 
dealing with the unemployment problem. 

3. Announcement was made that the pro- 
tective duties enacted by previous Govern- 
ments would not be renewed and probably 
would be repealed before their expiration. 

4. It was stated that the first bill of tka 
autumn Session will provide for widows’ 
pensions. 

5. In projecting the expenditure of $5,- 
000,000 annually for development of the 
colonies, a pledge was given that in this 
development there would be no forced labor 
of natives, no long migrations of native 
workers disrupting family and tribal life, 
and no child labor. 

6. Steps have been taken for the re- 
sumption of diplomatic relations with Rus- 
sia, thus tending to bridge the most dan- 
gerous gap in European international] rela- 
tions. 

7. Announcement was given at once of 
the Government's intended adhesion to the 
eight-hour day convention of the Inter- 
national Labor Office, which narrowly es-

A suit to set aside a dccree of 


divorce obtained by a man now 
dead was-filed at Clayton today by 
Mrs. Josephine Wadleigh Porter of 


Chicago, who alleges that Frank F. 


Porter established a pretended res- 
idence in St. Louis County and di- 
vorced her by fraud in February, 
1927. 

The petition states that Porter 
died July 27, last, ignoring his 
wife and seven children in a will 
disposing of an estate valued at 
$600,000. !Mrs. Porter’s suit names 
the executors, Arthur H. Whitley, 
James Eiughes and John F, Spohn, 
as defendants. 

Mrs. Porter’s petition alleged 
that they married in 1878 at Kank- 
akee, Ill., and that Porter deserted 
her in 1900 in Chicago. In 1925, 
the petition continued, Porter came 
to St. Louis County, leased an 
apartment for one ycar and sued 
for divorce on the grounds of de- 
sertion, charging that Mrs. Porter 
had refused to join him here and 
asserting that he did not know her 
whereabouts. Circuit Judge Mc- 
Elhinney granted Porter the di- 
vorce Feb. 27, 1927 :

FOR BREAKTAS| 


An Old-Fashioned Southern 
Custom Which Is Enjoying 
a Revival. 
Serving appropriate vegetable 


dishes for breakfast is becoming 
quite a fad in families where hot 


breakfasts are featured or in fami- 


lies where company breakfasts are 
served on Sunday mornings. 
The custom of including attrac- 


tive and appropriate vegetable 
dishes in the breakfast menu un- 
doubtedly originated in the Sunny 
South, where the grand dames of 
the ante-bellum period prided 
themselves upon serving tempting 
breakfasts, particularly when 
guests were being entertained in 
the home. 

On these occasions vegetables 
were frequently served. Water- 
cress with the dew still upon it; 
icy-cold, red-ripe tomatoes, corn 
toast, stewed rhubarb or rhubarb 
sauce, scalloped tomatoes, sweet 
potato pone, omelet with tomato 
sauce; bacon an@ fried tomatoes 
are a few of Phe vegetables that 
graced the Southern preakfast ta- 
bles in the years before and just; 
after the war between the states. 

In those days breakfast was a 
hearty meal, consisting of fruit, a 
meat, hot bread and a fancy dish or 
two. Cereals were not as popular 
then as they are at the present 
time. 

So to vary the menu of the morn- 
ing meal, the ingenuity of the mis- 
tress of the mansion was called 
into play, with the result that 
vegetable dishes suitable to the oc- 
casion frequently found a place on 
the breakfast menu. 

While this custom almost passed 
out with time, it is being revived, 
particularly at the formal Sunday 
morning breakfast, which when 
served after 10 a. m. takes on 
many of the dishes that are consid- 
ered luncheon tidbits. 

For instance, tomatoes are deli- 
cious for breakfast. 

Breakfast Tomatoes. 

Grease muffin tins; put one thick 
slice of unpeeled tomato into each 
tin: season with salt and pepper; 
break one egg on top of each slice; 
again season with salt and pepper 
and put a small piece of butter 
on top of each egg. : Bake in oven 
until egg is set and cooked through 
but not hard. Serve on small 
rounds of toast and garnish with 
parsley. 

Corn and Pimento Toast, 

Melt two tablespoons of butter in 
a heavy frying pan, add three 
cups cooked, cold corn cut from 
the cob, or canned corn if de- 
sired, one teaspoon of minced 
onion, and one pimento cut in 
small pieces. Stir over a slow fire 
for five minutes or until the onion 
begin to turn a faint brown. 

Sprinkle in three tablespoons of 
flour and then-add one and one- 
half cups of milk. Season to taste 
with salt and pepper and cook un- 
til the mixture is thickened and 
boiling. Pour over toast and serve 
very hot. 

Mushrooms and Bacon. 

Broil very lightly six strips of 
bacon so it’s still soft. Broil the 
heads of fresh mushrooms and roll 
each mushroom in a strip of bacon 
and stick a toothpick through. Put 
in a casserole, add two chopped 
fine shallots, fine herbs and one- 
half cup of sweet butter, salt and 
pepper to taste. Put in oven, cover 
for five minutes. Then serve hot 
with one-half lemon and dry toast, 
separate. 


SERVE GREEN CORN OFTEN 
WHILE THE SEASON LASTS 


There Are a Variety of Ways of/ 
Cooking This Favorite 
Vegetable. 

Fresh corn is available and as 
it has such a short season and 
is so universally popular, plan to 
use it quite often. 

It is, of course, delicious boiled 
and served on the cob. But re- 
member that it may also be made 
into a succotash with lima or string 
beans, cooked and cut from the cob 
and sauted with green peppers, 
creamed, used as a salad for 
stuffed tomatoes and a number of 
other appetizing ways. 

Broiled Sweet Corn. 

To get an imitation of the roast- 
ing ear in the home kitchen we 
may hold and turn an ear of sweet 
corn over the gas burner, but an- 
other way to fix it is to brofl it. 
Probably it is best in this case to 
drop the ears of corn into boiling 
water for about two minutes,.then 
drain and dry them and put them 
on a broiler. There is a difference 
of opinion whether they should be 
seasoned or not, but most people 
like some salt, and others like but- 
ter. 


Corn With Shallots. 
Put six shallots (or three smal! 
onions) in a saucepan with two 


'tablespoons of butter, stir and cook 


two minutes; add one tablespoon 
of flour, mix well, add half a cup 
of stock and stir until sauce boils. 
Add two cups of cooked corn, cut 
from the cob, season to taste with 
salt and pepper. Sprinkle with 
finely chopped parsley and serve.

Attempt to Solve 


An 
Problem of Utilizing Left- 
over Bread. 


One of the most perplexing 
problems of many young house- 
keepers is that of disposing of the 
accumulation of bread that seems 
to grow no matter how carefully 
one tries to pian. 

Slices of stale bread make an 


ideal luncheon or supper dish when | 


combined with cheese and milk in 
the following way. Cut four slices 
a scant half-inch thick and butter 
each lightly. Place two of them 
in a buttered shallow pan, but- 
tered side up. Spread with a thick 
layer of grated cheese and sprinkle 
with salt and pepper. Cover with 
the other two slices of bread and 
add a second layer of cheese. Beat 
one egg) add one cup of milk, pour 
over the bread and bake in a hot 
oven for twenty minutes, or until 
the mixture is puffy and brown. 
Serve at once with sliced tomatoes 
or a green salad. 

This may well be used as the 
main part of a vegetarian meal, 
adding two green vegetables or 
one cooked vegetable and a salad.

Use bread that 
is two or three days-old, and cut

It soon became apparent that 
the trip was not to be made with- 
out diversion.

cordially and discoursing gravely

In the course of his s@journs,“he 
descended on me, and noticing 
that I had a camera, begged that 
I be so king &s to take a picture 
of him.

Returning Student, 

Her manner was one of refine- 
ment, and after we had fallen to 
talking, she informed me that she 
had been a student in Saltillo, and 
that she was returnifig to her home 
in the city of Durango. Among 
other things, she had studied I"n- 
glish and teaching. She had a 
brother who was enrolled in a col- 
lege in New Jersey. she said. 

The distance from Saltillo’ to 
Torreon is only 300 kilometers, but 
the railroad runs through a moun- 
tuinous region thet extetds the 
traveling time to about 11% hours. 
All morning we climbed the steep 
sides of the Sierra Madre, through 
a \desolate country in which meés- 
quite and scrubby trees abounded 
and cactus was not uncommon. At 
abovt 1:45 p. m-#we had (left 
Saitillo shortly after 7 a. m.—we 
reached Parras. which is 152 kilo- 
meters from Saltillo. 

During our half hour in Parras, 
which. incidentally, is reputed to 
have the largest wine warehouses 
in Mexico. most of the passengers 
bought*their dinner from the vend- 
ers who ran to meet the train, 
rather than patronize the station 
restaurant. ¢ 

Watermelons Cheap. 

Rather than partake of the 
chicken and tortillas, fruit, candies 
and many other foods available, I 
patronized a tall, swarthy vénder 
of ices who came beneath my win- 
dow and shouted the various fla- 
yors. In appearance he might have 
passed easily for a movie bandit. 
He had a stand on wheels, and efn- 
ployed a small boy to deliver the 
ices to the customers and collect 
the price, which was 10 centavoa 
for a large glass. 

The tast half of the distance to 
Torreon was covered in about four 
and a half hours. Our increased 
speed was due targely to the fact 
that we traveled downhill most of 
the way. At the town of Gilita. 
near Torreon, the train stopped 
for wWatermelons and musk 
melons. For 15 centavos one 
could buy from the natives a 
watermelon large enough to pro- 
vide a feast for several persons. 

It seems thet one of the chicf 
forms of diversion in the second- 
class coach ljes in eating. At Gi- 
lita, melon after melon disappeared 
rapidly. Shortly before the train 
was to pull out, the brakeman 
came through the coach with a 
large watermelon which he had 
sliced, offering pieces to each pas- 
senger, as far as the melon lasted.

and for 50 centavos, or less than 
25 cents, partook of an _  eight- 
course dinner, from soup to des- 
sert, which was very savory after 
my long trip. 

A Severe Landlady. 

The balcotty of my room opened 
over the market place. It hap- 
pened that that evening three mu- 
sicians, with guitar, violin and tri- 
angle, gave a serenade directly un- 
der my baicony. Late into the 
night they sang native songs 
known as corridos. Each song bas 
an innumerable number of verses. 
and relates a series of events. 
Verse after verse is sting to the 
same tune, until finally the story 
has been told, and the corrido is 
ended. 

The next day I went to’ look for 
a room in a private home, “Notic- ; 
ing a sign in a window, I made in- 
quiry in the patio. The owner of 
the house, a woman who looked 
prematurely gray. sized me up 
from head to foot several times 
before speaking. I was dressed to 
travel in second class, and had not 
shaved for nearly a week. 

Finally she demanded, sharply: 
“And you: who are you?” 

{ explained who I was and some- 
what reluctantly she showed me to 
a room. With breakfast and sup- 
per, she said, the price would be 
two and a half pesos a day. She

After I had been in the city a 
day or two, however. she seemed 
more friendly. In the evenings I 
would sit with the family in front 
of the house—as many families sit 
and chat in the evening, here in 
Torreon—and watch the passersby. 

The city claims a population of 
60,000, but it was not so large but 
| that my landlady, who had lived 
| there since 1902, seemed to know 
|'something about nearly everyone 
who passed. Her three daughters, 
one about 309, one 18 or so, and the 
other about 14, and various fat 
women from nearby houses gener- 
ally made up the group in front of 
our house. 

“He isn't so foolish as he looks,” 
says the gwner of the house, after 
a bowlegged man has passed. And 
she proceeds to launch into a de- 
scription of his eccentricities and 
abilities, 

“There goes Consuelo, very well 
accompanied,” chirps the youngest 
daughter.

And so the evening passes, with 
many a person ‘or family dissected 
and redissected, until about inid- 
night, when the heat of the day has 
passed, and all retire to their beds. 


The Lady ts Americanized. 

The second oldest danghter, nat- 
urally, interested me the most. She 
was a stenographer in a bank. She 
had travéled and attended classes 
in various parts of the United 
States, and spoke a little English.

These streams 
are dry from six to eight months 
each year, but generally provide 
enough water to insure a prosper- 
ous crop: 

Thé Nazas, which separates Tor- 
reon from the State of Durango. 
is 1000 feet wide here during the 
wet season. At its mouth at San 
Pedro, 40 miles east of Torreon, 
where it flows into a lake, it is 
only 150 feet wide. 

irrigation System. 

The region is irrigated intensive- 
ly by canals. Between ‘Torreon 
and San Pedro there are six irri- 
gation dams, aii movable, which 
have been installed under the di- 
rection of Fredericw Wulff, an 
American engineer who has re- 
sided in this section since 1881, 
and who laid out the present city 
of Torreon also. 

I visited Mr. Wulff. an amiable, 
blue-eyed man who speaks En- 
glish with an accent which betrays 
his having been educated tn Ger- 
many. His mother was a Mexican 
and his father a German, he said, 
and he was born in. San Antonio, 
Tex. 

He explained to me the ‘tntri- 
cate irrigation system. The Nazas 
river, during the -flood period, 
brings down as much ag 280,000 
acre feet in 24 hours, he said. Law 
prohibits raising the bed of the 
river by diversion. so the dams 
must be removed when the flood 
comes on. 

Mr. Wulff explained how he 
came to lay out the city of Tor- 
reon.

When waste is eliminated, we 
follow the principles of sound 
thrift but it must be recognized 
that over-economy or hoarding 
soinetimes leads to types of waste 
that are unwise in their results as 
are the result of extravagance. 
Faise economy, carried to the 
peint of hurting the delicately ad- 
justed balances of business, means 
eventual waste. Loss of trade by 
the retail merchant is passed along 
to the jobber who in turn passes 
it on to the manufacturer. The 
result is unemployment, a form of 
waste that is undesirable for ev- 
erybody and harmful to all. 

Thus underspending can if car- 
riel to excess, produce unwhole- 
some economic conditions that are

as distressing as the consequences 
of over-spending. 

Too much spending means at 
once a waste all along the line. It 
leads to over-expansion and specu- 
lative activities which continue im 
their natural cycle until they end 
in sharp reaction and acute busl- 
ness depression. 

Thrift consists of prudent sav- 
ing and judicious spending. 

If you are uncertain as to wheth- 
er a particular transaction is with-
